There was more than enough people on 
the streets to make a mob, but they were 
all law-abiding citizens, only looking on 
and waiting for developments. They 
laughted and chatted and talked pleas- 
antly about the soldiers and the weather.

At finet police and coro- 
ner tried to ferret a these reports, but 
they finally gave it up, for every few 
minutes there was a report that a negro 
or 2 white man had been killed at such 
and such a place. Sometimes they were 
killed In bunches, 

At one time during the day there was 
a rumor that the negrces were forming o 
military company and arming at Pitts- 
burg for an advance upon the sokilers 
of the city.. The rumor was false, for 
not only were the negroes in that vicinity 
guiet, rut they were all closely locked 
up in their houses, This rumor starte, 
perhaps because it was at Pittsburg that 
Atlanta saw her last riot when a negro 
killed five white men and wag afterwaria 
cremated. 


CARS STOPPED RUNNING. 


Three Lines Are Discontinued Be- 
cause Negroes Had Fired Into 
or Stoned Cars at Night. 

On account of negroes shooting Into 
cars three lines were stopped off last eve- 
ning. 

The cars running’ throvgh P#t!sbure, 
the cars on the Auburn avenue and Tious- 
ton street lines were discontinued after 
the motormen and the conductors on those 
lines had reported that they did nat bde- 
lieve their Hves and the lives of thetr 
passengers were safe from negro outlaws. 

It was reported to Superintendent Hurt 
that negroes had fired into cars on the 
Awburn avenue line and cars on the other 
two lines had been stoned. As the hour 
of 9 had arrived and most of the travel 
was over, he ordered all the cars o

PW YORK, September 23.—A bur- 
N lap bag stamped with the name 
“Z. K. Mano,” a strip of a wom- 
an’s skirt and an oil cloth table cover- 
ing ‘bearing a rude skeleton of the land- 
ing of Columbus, are the only immediate 
clews to the perpetrators of a revolting 
murder committed in the ea@y hours of 
this morning, and accidently revealed by 
@ gruesome discovery in West Thirty- 
Sixth street. 

The dismembered and decapitated body 
of a man, apparently an Italian, wrapped 
in the burlap, was found in a hole 24 feet 
deep, forming a part of an excavation at 
604 West Thirty-sixth street, where an 
addition to a brewery is to stan®. The 
discovery was made by the day watch- 
man for the building contractor, .and later 
a systematic search by the police resulted 
in finding the parts of a man’s legs from 
the knees down and the arms ani hands. 
These were wrapped tegether in a rnews- 
paper dated September 10, and bound 
about the bundle was a strip of a wom- 
an's skirt. All was neatly and securely 
tied with a string, sugwesting deliberate 
préparation. This latter bundle was found 
urrder a covering of hay in a freight car 
at Thirty-sixth street and Eleventh ave- 
nue. The car was unloaded of a ship- 
ment of horses yesterday. The head and 
the thighs of the man are missing. It 
iz. the theory of the police that the myr- 
der was committe. near where the body 
was found and that three packages of 
the dismembered parts had been made 
with the purpose that they be disposed 
of at some distance from the scene of 
the crime. The police believe that the 
persons carrying the bundles became 
alarmed and hurriedly disposed of them 


at the nearest convenient filding place. 
They expect to find a third package in 
the same vicinity. 

Coroner’s Physician Weston, who ex- 
amined the body, said that the work of 
dismemberment had been deliberately and 
skillfully done. He said from ajyspear- 
ances the remains were those of an Ital- 
jan or Syrian, about 5 feet 3 inches in 
height, weighing approximately 130 
pounds and probably a mechanic. The 
body had been washed after death, which 
had evidently preceded the discovery of 
the murder only a few hours. The phys!- 
cian said death had occurred after Saf- 
urday midnight. 

There wére three stab wounds on the 
ibody, one tmmediately over the heart, 
another in the left shoulder and the third 
in the right breast. 

The burlap bag was of the type which 
are in use in the importation of Syrian 
nuts to this country. In the directorr 
the name of Z. K. Mano appears as 4 
rut importer of No. 67 Washirgton stree’.

a Syrian, died six weeks ago, and that

The Emperor in Public Life. 

The world at lange is so accustomed 
by now to regard William II as an ideal 
to his people and a nuisance to every- 
body else that it is interesting to find 
‘West Prussian newspaper venturing t 
criticize his public activity. It is still 
more surprising that the aforesaid paper 
has not brougat upon its ‘prison editor’ 
a term of imprisonment for less majeste. 
“The emperor,” says the bold writer, ‘is 
much more prominent in public life than 
was William I. We have seen him make 
many alterations in the army; we have 
seen him take the initiative in the school 
question (reform of the gymmnaeia); we 
have seen him court publicity for his 
theological views (the famous Babel-Bible 


jsescript); we have seen him interfere jn 


matters of art, sculpture, and architect- 

ure.”’

majesty. The duty of those statesmen 
is, so far as possible, to prevent or 
diminish the said difficulties. Even 
among his majesty’s loya: subjects there 
is a feeling that throughour national! life 
goes a strain of autocracy which explains 
many. serious, and often unpleasant, inci- 
dents.’’ The writer ends with a hint that

Republicans and Democrats Torn 
With Factional Disputes—Com- 
plicated Situation Makes Pre- 
dictions as to Nominee 
Very Difficult. 


New York, September 23.—The determi- 


: pation of both of the old political par- 


ties in this ‘state to hold their state con- 
tentions on the same date this year its 
in its way indicatve of the unpreceden‘tsua 
stuation in the political affairs of this 
cummonwealth. It is a situation whicn 
has attracted the interest of the entire 
eountry and is lookeg to to have an 
effect upon the presidenliat campaign of 
two years hence. The situation involves 
men of national political repute and 
President ~Roosevelt himself hes let his 
influence diplomatically be felt though 


ostensibly keeping “hands off.’ 

Both republican ang democratic parties 
gre torn with factional disputes. With 
these internal dissensions afflicting ths 
old parties, a third political party has 
been launched under the title of the in- 
This Teague, which 
now fias completed its organization in 
every country of the state, is the out- 
growth of the ‘municipal ownership 
league, which made the mayorality fight 
in New York city Met November, with 
William Randolph Hearst, the congress 
man and newspaper proprietor, at the 
tead of the ticket. Hearst fell short 
of election on the face of the returns 
by some 3,000 votes. He contested, but 
the bailot boxes have never been opened, 
A petition to the supreme court to bura 
the ballots was recently made by the 
corporation counsel. Mr. Hearst resisted 
this move and was sustaineg by the 
court with the understandi that Mr. 
Hearst would furnish at his own ex- 
pense the new ballot boxes needed for 
the’focal primaries and the regular elec- 
tiow’ in November. 

Regular Conventions. 

The republican state convention is to 
te held at Saratoga, beginning Tuesday, 
September 25, and will continue probably 
through Wednesday. 

The democratic state convention is to 
be helg at Buffalo, beginning the same 
aay and continuing through Wednesday 
or until @ nomination has been agreed 
upon. 

Former governor, B. B, Odell, Jr. as 
state chairman, will call the fepublican 
essemblage to order. Cord Neyer, of 
New York, is the chairman of the demo- 
ocratic state committee having been 
elected to that position for the Parker 
end Herrick campaign two years ago. 

The democrats were first to choose a 
convention date. The republicans had ap- 
Perently ‘been undecided as to whether 
they should meet berore or after the demo- 
crais. OChafirmn Odell called the state 
committee together soon after the demo- 
crates had announced their decision, and 
the Gordian knot was cut by a decision 
to meet simultaneously with the demo- 
crats. Tt was argued that if the demo- 
crats met first they would place the re- 
publican administration on the defensive. 
whereas if the republicans met mere, 
democrats would be in a position to at- 
tack the platform in convention and get 
@® good supply of political ammynition 
befors the public through the medium of 
convention addresses. 

The democratic convention promises to 
be one of the liveliest ever held in this 
state. Mr. s name will be placed 
before it by the delegates who have been 
instructed yf vote for his nomination. Mr, 
Hearet is likely to be attacked by his op- 
ponents on the ground that he is the head 
of an “outlaw” ticket and that he can- 
not be named or indorsed without turning 
the democratic party over to the newly 
orgamre4 Independence League, which in-

chides both democrats and republicans

These lines of Battle have already been 
laid down, and there is no need for con- 
jecture on the pofnt. 

The naming of a complete ticket by 
the Independence League caused Herman 
BE. Mack, democratic national committee- 
man for New York state, to withdraw 
his support of Mr. Hearst. He explained 
that he had favored Mr. Hearst as a 
@emocrati¢ and not as an independent 
candidate. ; 

Another name to go before the demo- 
cratic convention is that of the’ present 
district attorney of New York county, 
William Travers Jerome. Mr. Jerome 
lent immeasurably to the interest of fhe 
situation a few weeks ago by the brief 
ennouncement of his candidacy, which 
read: 

“In the present shameful condition of 
our political life tn thig state I am 
willing to run for the office of governor 
of the state if the democratic convention 
ghall nominate me, without any under- 
standing, expressed of implied, other than 
that, if elected, I shall obey my odth of 
office as I understand it in etter and 
spirtt.’’ 

Mr. Jerome made an independent cam: 
paign for reelection as district attorney 
last fall and was successful over the reg- 
olar nominees of the democratfc, republi- 
can and municipal ownership parties. Tie 
has always been a democrat, but has on 
every occasion expressed his abhorrence 
of so-called political ‘bosses.’ Mayor 
George B. McClellan, of New York city, 
has expressed his preference for Mr. Je- 
rome for governor and has announced 
hig intention of voting for him at the 
convention. Mr. Jerome is without po- 
Htical machinery and caine into the race 
too iate to have hig name go before many 
of the county conventicns called to name 
delegates to Buffalo. 


Various Possibilities. 


If the so-called “regular’’ democrats 
prove unwilling to accept efther Mr. 
Hearst or Mr. Jerome, because of thefr 
independent attitudes in the past, there 
is much speculation as to just whom fhey 
will bring before the convention. There 
bas been talk of Mayor J. N. Adam, 
of Buffalo; of John M. Carlisle, of Wa- 
tertown; of John B. Stanchfeld, of El- 
avira; of former Judge D. Cady Herrick, 
who was the democratic gubernatorial 
candidate two years ago; of Justice Wil- 
liam J. Gaynor, of Brooklyn, and Edward 
M. Shepard. Justice Gaynor has aiso 
been urged because of his independence. 
He and Mr. Hearst have iong been re- 
garded as political friends and last fall 
it was seid Mr. Hearst ran for mayor 
only because he had been unable to in- 
duce Justice Gaynor to take up the fight,

In the only test vote of the state com- 
mittee taken this year, Chairman Odell 
was accredited with a victory by a mar- 
gin of one vote. The friends of Governor 
Higgins claim that. thé one absent mem- 
ber of the committee was aligned with 
the governor, and had sent his proxy to 
the committee, but ft arrived too late. 
This vote, they claim, would have made 
the divisioion of the cOmmittee a tie. 
Governor Higgins’ friends also declared 
that too great significance should not be 
attached to the vote, for a new state 
committee is to be named this year. 

Governor Higgins was a recent visitor 
to Oyster Bay, where he was in consulta- 
tion with the president. Thus once more 
at a@ critical juncture the president had 
implied his position without openly ‘stat- 
ing it. He has given accent to Govern- 
or Higgins’ visit by inviting former Lieu- 
tenant Governor Timothy L. Woodruff 
to luncheon at Oyster Bay. Mr. Wood- 
ruff is one of Mr. Higgins’ most Out- 
spoken adherents. 

In the republican primaries, held Sep- 
tember I8, in New York and Kings coun- 
ties, comprising Manhattan ang Brook- 
lyn boroughs of Greater New York, the 
local leaders favorable to Governor Hig- 
gins completely routed the foces backed 
by Chairman Herbert Parsons, who is a 
representative in congress, on the vic- 
tory. The results of the primaries made 
the control of the Saratoga convention 
by the friends of Governor Higgins and 
President Roosevelt sure. 

Governor Higgins has not openly stated 
whether or not he wil! be a candidate 
for renomination. Chairman Odell has 
publicly stated that he is opposed to 
the renomination of Governor Higgins 1 2} 
the ground that the history of the state 
has shown candidates for reelection to 
be poor candidates.. He thinks a stronger 
man could be found elsewhere. Allied 
with Chairman Odell are United States 
Senator Thomas C. Platt and Lemuel Ely 
Quigg. 

Thére is a well-founded Ddelfef that 
President Roosevelt.is lending his imp-ied 
influence to Governor Higgins ,for the 
purpose of helping him gain centro! of 
the state convention. Then it is intl- 
mated that the governor will withdraw 
and himself nominate his successor, who 
will be a man believed to be capable of 
drawing the votes of both factions of the 
party, and will also be cordially ap- 
proved by President Roesevelt. 

Governor Higgins, however, is being 
strongly urged by his followers to accept 
a renomination and go before the state 
on hig record as governor. 


May Look to Hughes. 


The suggested candidates other than 


evidences of greater factional troubles 
inside the Wigwam than ever before in 
its history. Charles T. Murphy, the pres- 
em leader of Tasmmany Hall, and Mayor 
MoClelan have generally been regarded 
as heading the opposing forces in the or- 
ganization.

Odell and Mr. Higgins were quite inti- 
mate. It was not long after Governor 
Higgins was inaugurated that there came 
rumors of differences existing between 
the governor and the state chairman. 
There was no Open breach, however, un- 
til the fight lest winter for the assembly 
speakership. Chairman Odell let i be 


known that his candidate for the office | 


Governor Higgins are quite numerous, 
and cover a wide range of personalities. 
The number has been multiplying as the 
day cf the convention approaches’. Among 
them is Charles F. Hughes, the lawyer, 
who was nominated for mayor of New 
York city last fall by the repubdlicans, 
but declined the honor. Mr. Hughes was 
the attorney for the legislative commit- 
tee which investigated the gas situation 
in New York city and the life insurance 
companies of the state. Ex-Governor 
Odell has claimed Mr. Muughes as a can- 
didate, agd it has also been suggested 
that he was favored by President Roose- 
velt. Mr. Hughes says that he has made 
no promise to anyone. Chairman Odell 
igs also gredited with suggesting the name 
on a tour of South America. 

One of the latest of the suggested re- 
publican candidates is Postmaster Gen- 
eral George B. Cortelyou, who is also 
chairman of the republican national com- 
mittee. Many @f the names have Ween 
suggested without consultation with the 
principals, it is said, but have been men- 
tioned merely as possibilties, and as men 
whom the party might call upon in its 
hour of need. 

The republican fight is all’ the more 
interesting from the fact that the party 
is at present in power in the etate, and 
has been for several years past.

Probably no religious condition has been 
more widely discussed in Georgia relig- 
tcus circles for years than the min{sterial 
famine brought to the attention of the

The secular press of the state has been 
discussing the matter, and laymen and 
preachers:are still working on it. In ad- 
dition, the women of the churches are 
getting interested and many of them are 
being heard from as regards the conédi- 
tions and the causes and remedy for 
same.

as had something to say recently about 
the unusual number of vacant pulpits in 
Atlanta, and it appears there are large 
numbers without pastors all over the 
country. This has brought to light a 
fact which has been apparent to many 
of us for some time, viz., that there ts 
a growing scarcity of preachers in the 
churches. Many are the theories as to 
why this scarcity, none of them, in my 
humble judgment, et ali satiefactory. The 
opinion has been expressed that it is 
because the church has been too strict 
in requiring adherence to her doctrines, 
rand fm not allowing thinking young men 
larger latitude in their views upon theo- 
logical questions. But this is mere folly. 

‘IInfortunately, quite all the explana- 
tions proceed upon the hypothesis that the 
ministry is a mere profession, a sort of 
trade, on a par with >ther trades and pro- 
fessions, which men may select at their 
pleasure, just as suits their whims and 
notions. 
not a profession. The minister fs a God- 
called man, not one chosen either by 
the church nor elected to this office by his 
own volition. He is essenfially unlike all 
other public men. He ts different from 
al! other public speakers and teachers, 
in that he is divinely sent, called and 
thrust out te carry divine messages to 
men. He is preeminently God’s chosen 
messenger. ‘No man _ taketh his honor 
unto himself but. he that is called of God, 
as was Auson.” Let men beware how 
they thrust themselves. into the ministry 
without being called by the Holy Spirit. 

“Many of the preachers and peopie have 
departed from this old, well established 
Scriptural doctrine, nn a few of us have 
rot yet reached the place where we are 
willing to give up the idea that God alone 
cals men to be His ministers. We will 
stand by the old doctrine of a God-called, 
divinely seat ministry, as were the 
prophets of old and the aposties of our 
Lord’s time. This is the character of 
men which have blessed the world in the 
past, and the kind which is needed in 
these latter days in the church. We are 
after a Holy Ghost minisiry, galled, - 
misgsioned, sent forth by the Third Per- 
gon ia the Trinity, whose office it is alone 
to select men for this high and holy of- 
othe scarcity of preachers in these 
days is due entirely to the fact that. the 
Holy Spirit is not calling as many as 
formerly, or else if He is calling them, 
a greater proportion is refusing to yield 
to the Divine call. I rather think it is 
the former—that the scarcity is due to the 
fact that the Spirit is not now calling as 
many to this high office as we think is 
needed. If this be true, then a further 
question arises: Why is this? There 
must be some reason for it, since the 
Holy Spirit, under normal conditions, 
would choose a sufficient number of 
preachers to do the work of the church, 

“May it not be the church is in some 
way grieving the Holy Spirit? Is it not 
true that the standard of true piety 1s 
altogether too low in the various 
churches? And is not the prevailing 
worldliness, the shallow‘type of religion, 
and the woful decline in the adminis- 
tration of discipline, indicative of a 
state which is not altogether pleasing 
to Him whose peculiar office it is to 
call and furnish preachers for the 
church? 

“Once more: May not the prevailing 
skepticism about the Bible, begotten 
largely by the many ‘higher critics,’ have 
something to do with is? He who in- 
spired the book as divine, may be easily 
grieved by those who deny the inspira- 
tion and divinity of the book which He 
inspired. And if this be so, may He 
not be In part driven from the church, 
and be thereby hindered in exercising 
His office of calling men to the min- 
istry? 

“Again: Just as the church is. re- 
vived, sinners are saved, and its ‘state 
approaches a spiritual one, the Holy 
Spirit uses His office in moving men 
into the ministry. May not the decline 
of revivals in the churches haye some- 
thing to do with the decrease of min- 
isters in the churches? An e@ which 
gees the decrease in the revival] spirit 
is more than likely to sé6 a decrease 
in the number of God-called men to the 
ministry. 

“Finally: God calls men to the min- 
istry in answer to prayer. ‘The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the laborers are 
few. ‘‘Pray ye the Lord of the harvest 
that He wouid send forth laborers into 
the harvest.” These are our Lord's 
words, and unquestionably teach: 

*’). It is God's business to send men 
into the harvest.

Preachers’ Pay Insufficient. 


‘The Athens Banner in a recent edito- 
rial calling attention to the discussion 
following The Constitution, very perti- 
nently says: ‘There may be a number 
Of reasons why the young men are not 
going into the ministry in such large 
humbers as usual, but to Our mind one 
of the reasons ig the failure of the con- 
gregations to provide a liberal enough 
Support for the ministers.”’ 

“Salaries of ministers during the past 
few years have remained at practically 
the same figures, while the cost of living 
has advanced very much. Now it ts true 
that the preacher is not expected to 
preach for money, and it is held that the 
preacher who is called of God will be pro- 
vided with the necessary living, but in 
spite of all this, no man should be expect- 
ed to preach for an amount less than Is 
required for his support, and there are 
many preachers in Georgia today who are 
doing that very thing.

Professor Brittain Talks. 

Seen at his office yesterday morning by 
a@ representative of The Constitution, 
Professor Brittain said: 

“The newspapers have treated the mat- 
ter with such levity that the pwhlic has 
probably been deceived as to just what 
the simplified spelling board seeks to ac- 
complish. Out of 100,000 words, they 
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propose to simplify the spelling of only 
300, and, in the main, the refOrm sought 
will appeal to one’s common sense. 

“It was not so long ago that the word 
‘music’ was spelled ‘musick;’ ‘wagon’ was 
spelled ‘waggon,’ and there are many oth- 
er words which usage has changed the 
method of spelling. 

"White it may not come for many 
years. I firmly believe that the words 
selected by the board for simplification 
will eventudily be spelled as indicated 
by the board. 

“The humorists on the newspapers 
could not withstand the temptation to 
have some sp°Ort out of the sub- 
ject, consequently the pubiie prints 
have been ful] of absurdities in which 
words spelled after the style of Josh 
Billings’ orthography were declared to be 
spelied according to the method recom- 
mended by the board." 

Will Amount to Nothing. 

Major Staton, superintendent of the city 
schools, took a different view the 
subject. 

“It will amount to nothing,’ said Major 
Slaton, “and, tn my opinion, will end just 
as did the proposition advanced some 
years ago by the National Educational 
Association. to simplify the spelling of 
some thirteen words, some of which were 
‘tho’ for ‘though,’ ‘thru’ for ‘through, 
etc.

DOG TAG SYSTEM OFFERED 
AS REMEDY FOR VAGRANCY 


ERE is a unique suggestion offered 
as a remedy for vagrancy. It 
might properly be called the dog 

tag system. The author of it, who ig a 
well known Georgian, suggests that every 
male citizen 18 years old or of a certain 
heignt shall wear a tag with a number 
on it. 

He is to purchase this tag, together 
with the right to register. from the ordi- 
nary for the sum of $1, the fund arising 
from this source to be given to the pub- 
lic schools. 

Not only this, but it is to be required 
that each citizen snall wear hig tag con- 
spicuously. 

Untagged citizens are to be subject to 
arrest the fame as untagged dogs, but 
work on the public roads is substituted 
for the usual ‘pound’ and drowning. 

Different forms of tags are to be fur- 
nished for whites and negroes. 

But here is, in detail, this unique sug- 
gestion for subduing vagrancy: 

"Let it be enacted,” says this citizen, 
“that every male inhabitant of the state 
of Georgia who has attained the age of 
18 years, of a height of shall pay 
the sum of one dollar annually as a ‘cit. 
izens’ tax. 

“Registration under this law_ shall be 
within thirty days prior to January |! of 
the year 1907, and each succeeding year 
thereafter. 

“That registration Shall include ad- 
dress, age, occupation, exact weight, 
height and other personal description as 
deemed necessary.. 

“That registration be made as above 
with the ordinary of the county of said 
inhabltant’s legal residence at tnat time. 

“That the ordinary shall at time of 
such registration furnish said male in- 
habitant with a registered numbered 
badge, designating the year, state, coun- 
ty and the seria] number of said padge. 

“That said badge must be exposed or 
worn in front of the person while on the 
streets or highways of the state of Geor- 
gia. 

‘That failure to exhibit same while in 
public be made a felony punisnable by 


actual service upon the public roads or 


other county improvements, the time to} 


be within the discretion of the trial 


judge. 

“That actual accidental loss of such 
badge may be established by proper proof 
and new badge furnished by the ordinary 
upon payment of same sum of money as 
originally charged, ett. 

“That a failure by any male inhabi- 
tant, who may claim to have lost his 
badge, to give his original number or 
county of fssue be made an extra cause 
for suspicion and a continued refusal to 
give such number or issue to merit a 
considerable harsner sentence as a fel- 
ony. 

“That there shall be a distinguishing 
badge Or number used for males of the 
white race and the males of all other 
races. 

“That failure to register and procure 
number shall constitute felony, punisha- 
ble by actual service on the county roads 
or other county improvements. 

‘That residents of other states using 
a similar system as this, need not regis- 
ter upon entering the state of Georgia. 

‘That residents of other states not 
using a similar system be required (pro- 
vided their stay in the state is not of a 
longer duration than forty-eight hours), 
to apply to the ordinary of the agunty in 
whieh they may happen to be and after 
registering and paying the usual tax, be 
given a similar badge distinguished, how- 
ever, by the jnitials ‘N. R.’: (for non-resi- 
dent.) ' 

“That {t be made a felony to transfer 
these numbers from one person to an- 
other. 

“That the fund derived from this citi- 
zens’ tax be used in defraying the ex- 
penses of the public schools of the state 
after deducting the expenses and charge 
in collecting and tne cost of the number 
of badige, etc. 

“That ordinartes of each county will 
orward each year, not later than thirty 
days after January |, the number of reg- 
istrations in their respective counties. etc. 

“That any male inhabitant arriving at 
the age or height designated above after 
the regular registration period shall reg- 
ister immediately at arriving at the age 
or height specified. 

“That ordinaries properly furnisa 

records of all duplicates issued. 

“That ordinaries be given discretion to 
grant right to use gold or silver badge if 
conforming to requirements.”’

Great Immigration Congress 
- in November 


Will Meet in Nashville, Tenn.—All 
Southern Governors to Be Pres- 
ent—President Roosevelt In- 
vited and Will Prob- 
ably Attend. - 


The most important immigration con- 
vention ever held in tne south will con- 
vene in Nashville on the i2th of Novem- 
ber, when the second annual meeting of 
the Southern Immigration and Quaran- 
tine congress will be galled to order by 
Governor John I. Cox, of Tennessee, 
President '!Roosevelt has been invited to 
attend, and it is expected that he will 
accept the invitation, and make an-ad- 
dress. Several representatives of for- 
eign countries are also expected to be 
present. 

Governors of every southern state, sen- 
ators and representatives in congress, 
mayors of cities, representatives of com-~ 
mercial bodies and manufacturers’ as8so- 
clations of the south will in all proba- 
bility b@ present. 

The subject of labor supply has  be- 
come an important factor in the com- 
mercial and industrial life of the south. 


scarcer year by year, until now it has 
become a serious problem, Cotton miil 
and other manufacturers and farmers 
of the south generally believe that the 
solution of the labor problem lies in 
foreign immigration, and a large per 
cent of the manufacturers are already 
turning to Europe for labor. 
Looking to Practical Methofs. 

The best ways and means of inducing 
a desirable class of foreign labor te 
come seuth will be thoroughly discussed 
at the convention, and it is expected that 
some practical and feasible means will 
be adopted jooking to the location of the 
desirable classes of foreigners in this sec- 
tion. Heretofore all efforts in this di- 
rection made by immigration conventions 
have -been confined principally to mere 
“lending encouragement” to the for- 
elgners to settle in the south, but it 1s 
believed that at the Nashville congress 
the practical policy 
by the western states into securing for- 
eigners to settle there will be followed, 
and that great good will result. . 

The immigration bill before congress 
will come in for animated discussion, The 
bill which passed the senate in May car- 
ried an amendment offered by Senator 
Lodge, of “Massachusetts, providing a 
strict educational test to incoming im- 
migrants. Theebill with a still more 
restrictive educational clause was reé- 
ported by Representative Gardner, of 
Massachusetts, son-in-law of Senator 
Lodge, to the house, but when the meas- 
ure came eup for consideration, a few 
days before adjournment, a substitute for 
the educational clause was adopted by 
@ majority of twelve. The substitute 
provides, instead of the educational test, 
that a commission be appointed to ex- 
antine into the subject, and report. the 
best’ means to keep out the undesirable 
class of foreigners. The bill was tied 
up in conference whefi corgress adjourn- 
red. But it is the general opinion that 
some bill will passed before the ad- 
journment of the next session in March, 

lf a bill with the educational test 
clause becomes a law, it is estimated 
that fully 60 per cent of the incoming 
immigrants will be refused admittance 
to this country. 

Playing Into New England’s Hands. 

The New England cotton mill operators 
and manufacturers have been trying for 
years to have a bill passed in congress 
applying a strict educational test to in- 
coming immigrants—however, always with 
some provision that would exempt im- 
migrants entering the United States 
from Canada from the test. A biil with 
such a provision passed congress during 
Cleveland's first administration, but was 
vetoed. The last bill, as {ft passed the 
senaté, and came very near passing the 
house, carried a clause providing that 
“nothing in this section shall apply to 
immigrants entering the United States 


{from Canada, or New Foundland after a 


residence in those countries of three 
years.’ This exemption would give the 
New England manufacturers a telling ad- 
vantage over their southern competitors 
in that they could secyre sufficient la- 


ished 
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bor for their needs from the immigrants 
landing in Canada. Perhaps only a 
small per cent of immigrants would care 
to live in Canada for a period of three 
years before entering this country, yet 
this small per cent would be sufficient 
to provide the New England manutfac- 
turers with all the labor they needed. 
Time for South to Act. 

Mr.-~Jesse P. Wilson, president of the 
Louise cotton mill, Chartotte, N. C., was 
quoted recently as saying that this at- 
tempt on the part of the New England 
manufacturers to handicap the southern 
manufacturers in the labor supply was 
the crowning attempt on their part to 
throttle the southern manufacturers, and 
that it was time the southern manufac- 
turers should rise to fight their unfair 
competitors. 

It is expected that an immigration bill, 
drawn to meet the needs and wishes of 
the south, will be presented and endorsed 
by the Nashville congress, and that the 
southern senators.and representatives in 
congress will be asked to vote for the 
measure.

New Orleans, September 23.—Reports 
of losses threatened to the cotton crop 
by reason of negroes leaving the planta- 


‘tions in large pumbers to engage in 


other branches of labor have been ré- 
ceived By New Orleans cotton dealers. 
Several cotton factors today reported the 
receipt of appeals from planters asking 
for aid in securing from fifty to one 
hundred laborers each to assist in the 
approaching cotton harvest. The loss 
of negroes from the plantations is at- 
‘tributed principally to inducements of- 
fered them'in railroad construction which 
is at present ona boom in the Mississip- 


‘pi delta. country and also to the opening | 
of new lumber camps. Southern Lou-/

18.—(Special.)—We. read, in prose 
and poetry, of the “Red Old Hills 

of Georgia,”’ but the hills of.South Deca- 
tur, about New Amsterdam, discount all 
others as to color, being almost blood- 
red, on account of the large amount of 
sulphate of iron in the clay. 

In the olden time, before the civil war, 
this section was, aS now, One of the 
richest in the,-state, and was inhabited 
by the privileged aristocratic class, which 
made southern society the finest on earth. 

Even in that day and time this favored 
section was the home of the tobacco in- 
It was a most profitable crop, 
then, ®s now, and many of the “old- 
timers’’ paid great attention to its cul- 
ture, and realized fortunes from its sale. 

The product in those days was largely 
shipped to Europe, and the civil war, in 
its path of destruction from 1861-1865, 
totally obliterated the industry in south 
Decatur. So total was the destruction 
that people in the tobacco region grew 
from infancy to old age without having 
seen a leaf of growing tobacco. About 
twenty years ago the industry was re- 
vived in Gadsden county, Fla., by north- 
ern capitalists who were interested in the 
cultivation of the weed. 

The great Amsterdam ftobacco planta- 
tions, of which Messrs. A. Cohn & Co., 
of New York, are the proprietors, are 
situated in the southwest section of De- 
catur county, Ga., fifteen miles 

ast of Bainbridge, a city of 7,000 inhabi- 
ants.
